Mr. "White said:. "I am comparatively 
i new member of the executive, board, 
ind in January last, at the meeting of 
the. board, I was put in as chairman of 
the finance committee. 
Immediately 


on looking into my duties I found the 
books called -for a large balance in 
[he hands of a trust committee. 
I 


ivas informed . by the treasurer of the 
lociety, H. A. Oakley, that there was 
in error in-the accounts, as he 'had no 
rach money on hand. I was afterward 
Informed' that the general secretary 
fcnew that there was a discrepancy in 
ihe accounts : tome "months prior, but. 
lid not inform the board at the Jan- 
uary meeting-. The treasurer was also 
tailed on by me to produce his. books 
t>f accounts, and his own, and to show 
where the difference existed. 


"Also, in looking over the\books, i 


Discovered some matters that seemed 
to be irregular, and I immediately1 put 
in expert on the books. 
I brought. 


him to the office and introduced him to 
Mr. W. A. Newbold, who was tHe 
g-eneral-'secretary, and directed him to 
produce all books, vouchers and papers 
he might ask for. 
There appeared 'to 


be several items in regard to Mr. New- 
bold's accounts that required inspec- 
tion. At the end of a few days Mr. 
Newbold, finding the temperature\of 
the office getting too hot for him, sent 
his kej's to "the finance committee and 
announced that he had severed his con- 
nection with the societj'. 


"The result of the expert's investi- 


gation showed that Mr. Newbold has 
overdrawn from the society about §13,- 
DOO, and, furthermore, that moneys re- 
ceived from interests and other sources 
to the amount of 87,000 he has failed to 
credit on the books, and the check for 
the same was not deposited in the so- 
ciety's 'Sank account. 


"Mr. Newbold has confessed to four 


different members of the society these 
defalcations, and we also have a letter 
written by him confessing his criine, 
and pleading, on the score of past ser- 
vice, for leniency, and claiming- that 
he was obliged to take this money to 
support a large and expensive family. 
Mr, Newbold lives in a fine place at 
Montclair, N. J., which he states to 
the press he estimates to be worth $25,- 
DOO, and also keeps horses, a cow and 
carriages. The house is mortgaged for 
about 811,000 and he has expressed his 
willingness to deed whatever equity is 
In it to the society. 


"He has been secretary for twenty- 


six years, and has always been most 
implicity trusted -by the officers and. 
members of the board. The expert ac- 
countant has ascertained that for cer- 
tainly the past ten years, and how 
much longer we do not know, he has 
been systematically robbing the sacred 
treasury of the society." 


Mr. White wpiald not say who the 


members of the society were to -whom 
Mr. Newbold is. alleged to have con- 
fessed, nor would he prodvice the let- 
ter which he said he had received from 
Mr. Newbold.

porations have no souls, but that all 
tho men in the corporation are devoid 
of souls is not proven by the work that 


" is carried on for the men in their em- 


ploy by a number of the leading rail- 
roads of this country. The highest en- 
dorsement of the work of the Young 
Men's Christian Association has" come 
from these corporations, One of these 
we have had the pleasure of reading. 
It is entitled "Safety in Travel," and is 
issued by tho C. & O. railroad as an ad- 
vertisement of their passenger depart- 
ment. 


Four years ago when the president of 


this road was asked to contribute 
towards the maintenance of an organi- 
sation at one of the points on that line 
he noted as though he had been re- 
quested to assist in tho organization of 
H Sunday school. Ho said "it might be 
very well for kid gloved fellows in New 
York or for young cities," but he did 
not believe there was anything practi- 
cal about it for railroad men. That was 
his attitude four years ago. He was 
induced to make an appropriation at 
one point. Ho said: "There is a town 
out in tho mountains of West Virginia 
—Hlnton, If there is a place on the 
face of earth that needs a Young Men's 
Christian Association it is out there. If 
you can do anything at that point I am 
ready to help support it somewhere 
else,"

For some time 
previous to organization at Hinton a 
reading room had boon maintained \>y* 
the C. <fc 0., but had failed to attract 
and keep the men from tlio saloons, so 
that point was chosen as tho first for 
organization."
